Besides tho hoot of wound¬ 
ed. thousands of men dropped out of 
the ranks exhausted from want of food 
and most of these threw away their 
rifles. However, they have had two 
days In which to rally and reform, 
while the Bulgarians* advance prob¬ 
ably will be slower than heretofore, as 


between Servla and Bulgaria In regard 
to these questions which were not fore¬ 
seen In the original agreement between 
the allies."

George Cradock A Co„ of Wakefield, 
Eng., have been declared contractors 
for a price of approximately $J0,60t. 
not Including approaches. 

The bridge, which will connect New 
If axel ton and the valuable mines In 
that vicinity with ths line of the G. T. 
P. and the Klsptox valley. Is being 
built by the Hasflton Bridge and 
Power Company, which was recently 
Incorporated by a Arm of prominent 
Vancouver capitalists for the purpose 
of carrying on general contracting 
business, such as the erection of puB- 
lie and private buildings and publle 
works of all descriptions, as well as 
developing the natural resources of ths 
country. 

Ths bridge Itself Is being con¬ 
structed with a view of affording aa 
outlet for tho ore of the Haselton dis¬ 
trict. and. as It la naturally situated 
for this purpose. It Is anticipated that 
when It la put In operation a saving 
to the mins owners will be affected of 
$2.60 per ton. One of the most Im¬ 
portant stipulations of tbs contract 
calls for ths structure to be completed 
within six months, so that ths bridge 
will be reedy for use early in 1912.

The Anatolian prisoners 
threw the blame for the reverses suf¬ 
fered by the Ottoman army onto the 
Young Turks, because they say the 
latter deposed Abdul Hamid and so of¬ 
fended against the Koran.

Chicago. Nov. 6.—Mr*. Louise Lind- 
I off, spiritualist and crystal-gaser, was 
found guilty of murder last night and 
her punishment was Axed at twenty- 
Ave years In the penitentiary. She 
was charged with poisoning her 16- 
year-old son Arthur. 

Mrs. Llndloff laughed hysterically 
and cast a sneering glance at the Jury 
when the verdict was read. Later she 
collapsed while standing In an ante¬ 
room surrounded by friends. She was 
revived and led back to her ooll In 
the county Jail. A formal motion for 
a new trial was made by the woman's 
attorney and the court set November 
16 as the date for hearing arguments. 

The Llndloff boy died June 16 last 
and the state charged that he was 
poisoned by arsenic, the presence of 
which was disclosed by chemical an¬ 
alysis. Mrs. Llndloff was arrested 
June 14 on suspicion of having pois¬ 
oned two husbands and her three chil¬ 
dren. 

The bodies of William Llndloff. one 
of the woman's husbands, and Alma 
Llndloff, a daughter, were exhumed, 
and on June 27 Prof. Walter B. Haynes, 
who made the chemical analysis, re¬ 
ported that he had found arsenic In 
'the Internal organs of both. On June 
29 came a dispatch from Milwaukee 
saying that arsenic had been found in 
the body of Julius Oraunke, former 
husband of Mrs. Llndloff. Police In¬ 
vestigation proved that Arthur Llnd- 
lofTs life was insured and the killing

Much valuable work In the way of 
road and trail building and bridge con- 
s million ha* been accomplished thle 
season In the country tributary to the 
Skeens, says R. O. Jennlngw. the road 
and trail superintendent of that sec¬ 
tion. all of wh»ch work has been car¬ 
ried out under his rupervtslon and di¬ 
rection. The trail to Mestadin lake has 
been completed, and a cable crossing 
to the Naas. There Is now a trail run¬ 
ning all Ihe way from Kitwangar to 
Stewart, a distance of 110 miles. A 
substantial bridge has been built across 
the Kit wan cool river, three miles from 
Kltwangak, and men are busy com¬ 
pleting six miles of trail on the eastern 
t ank of the Skeena fmm Kltwangak to 
Boairom’a creek. From Kitaulkla cross¬ 
ing a wagon road.is under eongtructlon 
which will extend into the Hooher do 
Houle mining oountry and be of espe- 
c'al Importance for the hauling of ore. 
This road follows Juniper creek. There 
Is also an eight-mile trail between the 
Skeena and Kitsuegla. and during this 
winter bridges will tie built acroes 
I<ome creek and Fiddler creek at Cop¬ 
per City. In which locality there Is still 
considerable road and mining work go¬ 
ing on. 

The plan for a road around Kaien 
Island has been forwarded to the min¬ 
ister of public works here for approval, 
and by Hon. Mr. Taylor, sent on to j 
Winnipeg to be passed upon by the 
Grand Trunk Pacific authorities. The J 
total length of thla new road, which j 
will encircle Kaien (aland. Is approxi¬ 
mately ten miles (about the length of 
the famous .Stanley Park drive of very 
similar character at Vancouver), and! 
Its estimated cost *150.000. It Is planned 
to be run at a uniform height of IM 
feet above sea level, thus affording de¬ 
lightful glimpses of what Is described 
as some of the finest scenic pictures In 
Canada, during almost every* mile of Its 
length. To begin with, a 66-foot right of- 
way Is to be cleared for the entire ten I 
miles. Then s 30-foot roadway will be 
stumped and graded and a lb-foot ] 
driveway macadamised. This will af¬ 
ford ample accommodation for traffic 
for some years to come, and the road 
will from the first be the favorite par¬ 
ade of Prince Kupert motorists Mount 
Oldfield, which this scenic road Is to 
encircle. Is 8.300 feet In height, the 
summit consisting to a large extent of 
natural park land. When the road ■* 
completed, or possibly before, a trail 
wilt be built to the mountain's crown.
